‘Study to be Quiet. 


My friend was hurrying towards the 
quays with his portmanteau. ‘‘ Whither 
away?” I asked. ‘‘ London,’’ said he. “I 
I'm to get any work done, I must have 
quiet.’ ** You have,” said I, “ an hour to 
spare. Come and explain.” He did. In 
Dublin, it appeared, he knew so many 
people that he never stirred abroad but he 
met one of them. Endless time was spent 
in chatter. If he did not go out, the friends 
dropped in. If he did not open the door, 
his ears were assaulted on the one side by 
the door-bell, on the other by the tele- 

hone. The only really quiet place in 

blin was the Turkish bath, and it was 
bad for him. If he withdrew to the 
country, local folk brought in news as they 
— intermittent motors hooted, cows 
owed, asses brayed, cocks crew, and 
*‘ hikers ” called to borrow water. If 
there is anything less restful than country 
life, he had yet to find it. In London, how- 
ever, on the top floor of a tall hotel the 
noise of the streets came only as a far-off 
drone ; he knew nobody and nobody knew 
him. If he must talk, he could select a 
commercial traveller who was leaving for 
miles away the next morning. ‘‘ No place 
in the world,” said he, ‘‘is as quiet as 
London. In other cities someone is sure to 
try to amuse the stranger. In London, 
provided you pay your bill to date, you 
need not even speak to the manager.” 


German Anti-Semitism. 


Herr Hitler’s sudden rise to power is | 


causing apprehension in many quarters, 
both within and without Germany. A 
friend of mine tells me that the fears for 
the future felt by any group of citizens of 
the Republic are not more justified than 
those entertained by the Jews. Hitler's 
increasing following—the National-Socia- 
list-German-Workers’ J’arty, mercifully 
shortened to Nazi—has made no attempt 
to disguise its anti-Semitism. It is out, to 
quote its official manifesto, to combat the 
*‘ materialistic Jewish spirit ’’ ; and one of 
the twenty-five points of the party pro. 
gramme states that no Jew shall be 
eligible for German citizenship. The 
latter proposal, of course, if put into 
force, would affect two of Germany’s most 
famous citizens of modern times—Herr 
Emil Ludwig, and Professor Einstein. 
This curious @ttitude towards the foreign 
settler which is the seal of the Nazi doc. 
trines is, my friend suyygests, a reaction 
from the unreal idealism of post-war 
internationalism, and is, in no small part, 
an effort to perpetuate the military trad. 
tion of Prussia—the tradition of the mil1- 
tary caste and its right to occupy * 
superior social position. Envy, too, plays

CHILDREN AND THE 
CINEMA. 


A NEWSPAPER STORY IN 
FLEET STREET.

HILE the Minister for Justice in the 
W Irish Free State has been expressing 
, the opinion that the only effective 
way in which the law could ensure that the 
films exhibited to children '' should be either 
of an educational or innocuous character ” 
would be “‘to forbid young persons to enter 
cinemas at all,” the British Commission of 
Educational and Cultural Films has been dis- 
covering. that “the evil effect of the cinema 
has, in our opinion, been overstressed,’’ and 
that. ‘‘educational opinion has been more 
ready to condemn than to investigate.’’ The 
Commission believes ‘‘there is particularly 
a danger lest the attendance of children at 
public cinema performances be regarded as 
of itself a bad thing, and places great 
emphasis upon the a of of films in stimu- 
lating the ám child. Instead. of help- 
ing to form a mass mind, the Commission 
believes that the film encourages originality. 
“The children of today,’’ says the report, in 
a passage that should be heeded by every- 
one, “are as much entitled to their crooks 
as the children of yesterday to their bandits. 
Douglas Fairbanks, as D’Artagnan, the Thief 
of agdad or the Black Pirate, brings 
adventure stories to life... . A child needs 
Ean and can get it healthily from films. 
he saga, the ballad, the stories of old renown 
were forces in education which we are in 
danger of - losing today.” Educational 
authorities can, at any time they choose, 
have films made of national epic tales; pro- 
vided with the necessary scenario, almost any 
film-producing company will make the film, ní 
the price be forthcoming. What the educa- 
tional authorities desjre is that organisations 
which exist for the provision of entertainment 
should undertake the educational work also. 
And that is too much to expect in these days. 


BRITISH NEWSPAPER FILM. 


After a Íong series. not yet ended, of films 
which deal with the _ hectic methods of 
American newspaper life, there is at last to 
be a story of British newspapers filmed by 
British Instructional Films. The film is to 
be entitled ' News,” and. the, direction has 
been entrusted to that most accomplished 
woman director, ‘Mary Field. The story deals 
with the development of a small news item, 
which is cabled from New York to London. 
It is followed into the office of a newspaper in 
Fleet street, and its various adventures are 
pursued until it ultimately reaches the 
reader. That the film should be realistic, 
pictures have been. secured of newspaper staffs 
at work in London, and scenes of the de- 
arture of the newspaper train were made at 
Vaterloo Railway Station. It will probably 
not be a “Front Page ” or ‘‘ Scandal Sheet *’ 
or ‘‘ Five Star Final, ' but. it is almost certain 
to be an unusually interesting film.

There is a 
little satire, united to the usual boisterous 
fun, as first the Kellys and later the Cohens 
reach the dizzy realms of ‘ stardom.’’ George 
Sidney and Charlie Murray keep the film as 
merry as usual, and there is a good support- 
ing cast. What happens when a wealthy 
young bachelor is forced to adopt a baby on 
the eve of his wedding to a“ society’ girl is 
the worn theme of “ The Unexpected Father.”’

CORK, Sunday. 
P to last week the tourist traffic for 


disappointing, and the number of visitors 
to Cork has hardly come up to expects- 
tions. But the Eucharistic Congress is 
likely to remedy all that, and an indica- 
tion of what we may soon expect was given 
this week by the arrival of a number of 
trans-Atlantic liners, each of them bring- 
ing hundreds of passengers to Ireland. 

Monday the Cunarder Scythia landed 
454 passengers, while on Wednesday 
morning the Hamburg-Amerika liner 
Deutschland (paying her first visit to the 
port) disembarked 257. The same after- 
moon 749 visitors landed from the 
Columbus. 

The week-end is expected to be a very 
heavy one as regards this traffic, and the 
White Star liner Britannic is due on Sun- 
a morning with 936 passengers. This 
will be the largest number since pre-war 
days to be landed from one vessel at an 
Irish port, but the ‘‘ record’’ will be 
broken almost immediately; for the 
Carinthia is now on her way to Cork Har- 
bour with a total of 1,161 visitors. 

Of course, by far the greater number 
of these arrivals are going to Dublin for 
the Eucharistic Congress, but Cork is 
hoping to benefit indirectly from the 
influx. After the Dublin celebrations it 
is expected that many of the pilgrims will 
take an opportunity of visiting the Cork 
Exhibition, Killarney and other southern 
attractions. 


““GUN-RUNNING ” RUMOURS. 


Rumour has been very busy for some 
time past in connection with supposed 
gun-running activities on the southern 
coast, and almost everybody that one 
meets has had something to say about it. 
Most of the statements have been of a 
rather sensational type, and include the 
story of a mysterious ship which is said 
to have made several appearances outside 
Cork Harbour. A more circumstantial 
tale describes the chase of this ship by a 
British destroyer, and the final dumping 
of the arms into the sea. 

It may be said that many of these 
rumours have very little relation to fact, 
and some of them have none at all. At 
the same time, there can be no doubt that 
there has been considerable naval and 
police activity in the area during the iast 
fortnight or so, and - that it is, probably, 
connected with some such attempt. 
Vessels arriving here from England and 
from western Irish ports have passed a 
number of destroyers on their way, and, 
in some cases, have been held up and 
questioned by them. In addition, a smal) 
cargo boat which arrived at Rosscarbery 
a few days ago was immediately boarded 
by Civic Guards and searched. It. is, 
naturally, impossible to discover whether 
any landing of arms has yet taken place, 
but 1t is to be hoped that the recent ac- 
tivity may have been only in the nature 
of: a precaution. 


THE RAILWAY PROBLEM 


 Uork citizens are fully alive to the peril 
which threatens the railways, and the 
recently-formed Stockholders’ Protection 
Association has been taking every oppor- 
tunity of placing its views before those in 
authority. An active and persistent body 
of this kind could certainly serve a very

useful purpose merely by keeping the real 
state of affairs continually before the 
public. Neither the present nor the late 
Government have shown much inclination 
to tackle the railway problem seriously. 
but the stimulus of public opinion might 
do something towards getting the 
necessary action taken. 

The Cork Association, as was revealed 
at their last public meeting, have rather 
ambitious plans for the protection of their 
interests, and it is hoped to form loca! 
branches throughout the country whose 
members will keep a watchful eye on the 
railway policy as it affects their own 
district. Such a plan, of course, would 
hardly be greeted with enthusiczsm by the 
railway company, who would prefer to 
manage their own affairs without having to 
answer for them to private critics. But at 
the present time any manifestation of 
public interest would be a very hopeful 
sign. 


FUTURE DEVELOPMENTS. 


The question of the possible establish- 
ment of new industries in Cork, following 
the recent tariffs, has be. receiving atten- 
tion lately. A few days ago a meeting 
was called to consider the matter and was 
attended by representatives of the 
Corporation, Harbour Board, and Cham- 
bers of Commerce. It was finally decided 
to appoint a committee to collect informa- 
tion on the available sites suitable for the 
opening of new factories, and to compile 


| Particulars of disused buildings which 


might be used for the purpose. 

The decision is a practical one, but it is 
doubtful whether any results will follow 
from it. Dublin is the natural distribut- 
ing centre for the Free State, and it is 
probable that any new industries which 
may be established will go there. If we 
except the Ford factory (which came to 
Cork because of the quay space available) 
the last ten years have not seen the estab- 
lishment of any new enterprise here, 
although a number of factories have been 
built in Dublin during the same period. 
But it will be so much the better if thev 
can be induced to come here in the future 
and in any case the Cork people have gone 
té right way about encouraging them to 

so, 


INFANT MORTALITY. 


For many years Cork had an unenviable 
reputation in the matter of health, par- 
ticularly as regards the poorer areas of 
the city. It is certain, however. that the 
position has been much improved of late. 
and it seems probable that it will be still 
more improved in ihe future. 

At the annual meeting of the Cork Child 
Welfare League it was stated that the 
figures for infantile mortality had sunk 
from 118 per thousand in 1918 to 71 per 
thousand for last year. This happy state 
of affairs is due in a great measure to the 
activities of the League itself. which has 
been working steadily for the improvement 
of conditions in Cork. Credit must also 
go to the scheme of diphtheria immunisa- 
tion operating at present, which has 
almost succeeded in wiping out the disease. 

Any efforts towards improving health 
conditions in our towns are greatly han- 
dicapped by the slum problem, and, while 
this is still far from being solved in Cork. 
it is, at any rate, being alleviated. A 
number of housing schemes have already 
aoe completed, and others are in pros- 
pec

In The North.

BELFAST, Saturday, 

HE Northern Ireland Ministry of Agri- 
culture reports that the wea during 

the greater part of May was of a very 
variable nature, showers and dry iods 
alternating until about the middle of the third 
week, after which the weather became more 
settled, with some warm days towards the 
end of the month, Compared with the heavy 
flooding with which farmers in other parts of 
the British Isles have had to contend, 
Northern Ireland farmers were specially 
favoured in regard to the weather during 
the month. As w April, cold north-easterty 
winds wer, frersuent and hight | frosts 
occurred, with the result that pastares re- 
mained backward. In many districts, owing 
to the scarcity “of grass, dairy other 
cattle had to be housed at night, and hand- 
eeding continued for longer than is 
customary. Grass, however, made satisfac- 
tory growth later in th» month, particularly 
bin top-dressing with manures had been 

ne. 

Farm operations progressed satisfactorily, 
the wet spells early on which held up work 
being compensated for. by the fine days at 
the close of the month. e sowing of oats 
and the nting of potatoes were virtually 

leted in all districts, and: considerable 
headway had been made in the sowing of 
mangels and turnips. 

Cattle and sheep are in good health, but 
their condition has been affected by the 
scarcity of grass. Purchased feeding stuffs 
continue to be available in ample supplies 
and at moderate prices. Maize meal fell in 
price by about 7s. 6d. per ton during the 
month, and other feeding stuffs showed 
slighter reductions. Hay, which lasted out 
very well during the winter, is still plentiful 
on a number of farms.

SWEEPSTAKE FRAUD CHARGES.

STORY OF “A 


SYSTEM.” 
ALLEGED USE OF 
CHEMICAL, 


A remarkable statement was produced in 
evidence 'at the resumed hearing, before Mr. 
Cussen, in the Dublin District Court last 
Saturday, of charges of fraud hearing on the 
Irish Hospitals’ Sweepstake on the Derby, 
which have been preferred against Robert 
Acres Pierce, a young man, with an address 
in Sutton, County Dublin, and Henry J. 
Glynn, a middle-aged man, described as an 
exchange broker, of Sidcup, Kent. 

On one count the men are charged with 
feloniously forging a receipt for counterfoils 
and uttering it to a Miss Smethurst, of Man- 
chester. A further charge accuses them of 
converting to their own use during the ‘ast 
month sums of money, amounting to £222 
10s., entrusted to them bv various persons 
to pay to the Irish Hospitals’ Trust, Ltd.. 
Dublin. 


“BIG MONEY.” 
When the case was callc ' 
etective Sergeant Wyer gave evidence 
that on Friday last he went to Mountjoy 
Prison, at the request of Pierce, who made 
the following statement, which he took down 
in writing :— 

“At the beginning of the Derby ‘Sweep,’ 
1932, at the Gresham Hotel, Dublin, I met 
Henry J. Glynn. We had a conversation 
about the sale of ‘sweep’ tickets, Glynn 
told me that he and a friend of his, a bank 
clerk in London, had invented a system, 
which he worked successfully for. the past 
two or three ‘ sweeps.’ He said the system 
consisted cf taking off certain counterfoils 
from each book of counterfoils. He said that 
when he received the subscribers’ receipts in 
respect of the countérfoils which he handed 
in at the office of the Trust in Dublin he used 
a certain chemical to alter the receipts. He 
hinted that there was big money to be made 
in this way. 

““ About a fortnight after meeting Glynn at 
the Gresham Hotel I was in London. Glynn 
told me to ring up mv cousin, Bernard Tor- 
rington, Wingford, and ask him if he got his 
receipts for the last ‘sweep’ a'l right. I 
rang him up, and he said the receipts were 
all right. Glynn then said my work was 
well done when he did not notice anything 
wrong with the receipts. 

‘“‘ A short time after I had been in London 
with: Glynn..hbe met me in. Dublin, and 
showed ‘me a Sseller’s receipt, and asked me 
if D'eould see*anything wrong with it. I said 
‘No.’ I got a magnifying glass and examined 
the receipt; even then I could not see any- 
thing wrong. He said: ' Examine the back.” 

did so, and I covld see there had bien 
alterations in the writing which showed the 
numbers of the counterfoils. This receipt 
belonged to a person named Griffiths, of 
Powis, London. 

‘* Glynn asked me to collect all the counter. 
foils and cash that I could get in Dublin 
or elesewhere, and he stated that he would 


| give me a considerable amount of commission. 


He has given me £60 or £30. 

“1 collected as many books of counterfoils 
as I could get, and I used to give him the 
counterfoils and money to lodge for me, and 


generally gave him a typewritten statement 
setting out the numbers of the counterfoils, 
together with. the purchasers’ and sellers 
names. 


£3.000 WORTH. 


“Glynn came to Dublin nearly every 
Saturday during the Derby ‘ sweep,” from 
the beginning of April to the closing of the 
‘sweep.’ I used to hand iim the counter- 
foils and money at Carr’s bakery, Talbot 
street. I was with him on several occasions 
when he was ee up the lodgment. I 
saw him separating the counterfoils from the 
books, take out some of the counterfoils from 
the blocks and put them in his pocket. He 
used to put the remaining counterfoils in 
small envelopes. : 

‘On Saturday, May 7th, Glynn was at my 
house , ‘ Louisville,’ Sutton. I handed him 
over £3,000 in notes and cheques and 
counterfoils to that amount. I gave him 
sheets showing particulars of the counter- 
foils. He put some of the books of counter- 
foils in small envelopes, and the remainder 
in his bag. 

“ On one occasion, in the Gresham Hotel, 
Glynn asked me to address some envelopes 
for him. I think I addressed an envelope in 
the nameof Smethurst. The envelope which 
was produced in the District Court is in my 
handwriting. He gave me more subscribers’ 
receipts to put in the envelope. I noticed 
that some of the receipts were altered. Glynn 
used to practise writing names and figures at 
my house at Sutton. 


BURNED PAPERS. 

‘Since the close of the Derby ‘ sweep, 
Glynn, on one Sunday, was at my house. 
He asked me to go for a trip in my car. 
When we got near Portmarnock he got out 
of the car and set fire to some papers by 
the side of the road. The papers consisted 
of envelopes and typewritten sheets. He said 
he was decttininn them in case there would 
be an inquiry. 

““I had told him that the police had been 
making inquiries: previously about certain 
counterfoils. He bua told me he wanted to 
get back to Londcn to get rid of some more 
yapers which he did not want to be found 
He said he had code. wires in relation’ t? 
‘sweep matters. 

“ On last Friday, the day after I received 
the anonymous letter, Glynn cathe to Dublin 
in answer to a ‘phone message from me, 
I told him I had received an anonymous 
letter. He said: ‘ It is the usual stunt about 
you being the mug of the party, and the 
work being done inside.’ 

“When he said this I had not informed 
him of the contents of the anonymous letter. 
I told him that the letter contained counter- 
foils, and he said: ‘ That is what I expected.’ 

“We went home to Sutton. We went 
through the counterfoils. He then opened 
his case and took out some sheets which were 
on top, and immediately he picked out some 
ef the counterfoils which corresponded to the 
numbers on the sheets, and took them away 
with him. 

“ Glynn, about the middle of April last, 
teld me to keep my mouth shut, and if any- 
thing occurred to me he would see me right, 
and have a job for me in London. '' 

At the request of Sergeant Wyer the 
accused men were further remanded until 
Wednesday. Pierce was admitted to bail, 
und Glynn went back to Mountjoy Prison.

BRISBANE, Sunday. 

The possibility that one man may hold 
the fate of the Labour Government in his 
hands in the new Queensland Parliament 
is being canvassed by the more sanguine 
Nationalists here to-day. A slight Labour 
majority is now assured as the result of 
the general election, but the doubtful seats 
will bear strongly on the final situation, 

The Sunday newspapers put the són 
position of parties as follows :—Labour 
(Mr. Forgan Smith), 32; Nationalists 
(Mr. Moore, late Premier), 20; Inde- 
pendent, 1; doubtful, 8. 

With the Hamilton seat—regarded as 
a Nationalist certainty—still to be con- 
tested, and the likelihood of Mr. Moore 
receiving the support of the successful 
Independent candidate, together with the 
possibility of the eight doubtful seats 
going to the Nationalists, the final post- 
tion might well be thirty-two Labour 
Government against thirty. Opposition. 
After the election of the Speaker the 
Labour majority would then be reduced 
to one, Labour circles. however, are con- 
fident of a majority of three or four at 
least. 


‘*MODERATE” PREMIER. 


The change of Government is appa- 
rently due to the feeling of dissatisfaction 
with general conditions, of which the 
economic depression is this time the cause. 

Mr. Forgan Smith, the Labour. leader, 
is a moderate, and the return of Labour 
is unlikely’ to effect a radical change in 
policy. especially as far as the motherland

Mr. Moore, the defeated Premier, said 
in an interview that he had hoped, in the 
interests of Australia, all. States would 
be co-operating in a common policy for 
one common cause, ‘‘ Pleasant promises 
may be more attractive than the call of 
economy, but stern facts, unlike such 
promises, insist on recognition.”

SEVERE DEFEAT OF

After a level day’s play on Friday, in 
which each country won a Singles match, 
Germany outplayed Ireland in their third 
round Davis Cup tie at Berlin. On Satur- 
day D. Prenn and G. von Cramm beat G. 
Lyttleton Rogers and E. A. McGuire in the 
Doubles by 6-4, 6-3, 3-6, 8-6, and yesterday 
they won the last two Singles, Prenn beat- 
ing Rogers, 6-2, 7-5, 6-2, and von Cramm 
beating McGuire 6-2, 64, 6-2. Thus 
Germany won the tie by 4 matches to 1, 
and qualify to meet Great Britain in the 
European Zone semi-final.

The music of a solemn druidical chant 
introduced Patrick, now in bondage, pray- 
ing on the hillside at Slemish, soliloquis- 
ing on his captivity of body, but freedom 
of soul. He told his fellow herdsmen of 
his decision to escape, which would be 
proof of the power of his God; and the 
memory of that final declaration, arms 
outstretched, his saffron robe painted on 
the brilliant blue of the sky, will long 
remain.

THE UNDERLYING 
CAUSE. 


The Times to-day in the course of a 
leading article on ‘‘The Underlying 
Cause,’’ says:—Only a dwindling number 
of people now believe that the depression 
is merely part of an ordinary trade cycle 
more severe than others which have p-e- 
ceded it, but no different in kind or in 
origin. It is too severe and has lasted too 
long to be explained in that easy fashion, 
or even by the defects of the peace settle- 
ment, with its burden of reparations and 
War debts and its multiplication of 
National boundaries impeding the flow of 
trade. All these have had their effect, 
and must be rectified before prosperity 
can be restored. 

The Lausanne Conference, to which 
yesterday’s conversations have formed a 
hopeful prelude,. will endeavour to initiate 
the laborious work of rectification ; but some 
even deeper cause seems to have been at 
work, some fundamental economic dis 
equilibrium, which has aggravated al! 
these evils and checked every effort 
towards recovery. At the Ottawa Con- 
ference, and later at the projected con- 
ference in London, it will be possible to 
explore this underlying cause and to con- 
sider possible remedies. 

Every country to protect its own national 
life has endeavoured to develop its own in- 
dustriés on a modern scale, and in order 
to enable them to be run at a profit is 
struggling desperately to secure the widest 
possible market for them outside, and at 
the same time to shut out foreign products 
from its own markets. The result has 
been, as M. Caillaux put it, a crisis not 


only of superabundance of goods, but even | 


more of superabundance of plant. 
Our traditional economic theories may

Sir,-—In his letter appearing in your issue 
of May 28, Cardinal MacRory makes light 
of the fact, or rather denies, that the 
Church’s unity was sundered by the act of 
the Pope in 1054, on the ground that what- 
ever element is out of communion with the 
Pope is outside the Catholic Church, and 
therefore may be disregarded, and that ac- 
cordingly the Church’s unity is not 
“destroyed or impaired’’ by the loss of the 
Eastern element. The position is as intel- 
ligible as it is convenient, but it has the 
disadvantage of resting on no _ doctrine 
acknowledged by the undivided Church. 

It is the continued assertion of this un- 
catholic claim, carrying with it the allegation 
that the Eastern Orthodox Church is “in 
precisely the same position as were 
the Arians and Nestorians and the 
other schismatics and heretics of the 


early centuries’” who have all “cut! 


themselves off from God's Church and from 


the rock on which it is built,” that has been |

Church that the Pope secured the subsequent 
acceptance of his claim to supremacy by that 
art of the Church which remained with him.

writing which is part of that policy of 
Westernisation to which I referred in my 
sermon on May 9th. 

No doubt, if the Eastern Churches had 
repudiated any doctrine of the Universal 
Church, they would have been guilty of 
heresy like Arians or Nestorians, and would 
have put themselves out of court, But no 
such charge can lie against them: they are 
heretics only if judged by the doctrinal 
standards of the Western Church after the 
Division. These standards were not acknow- 
ledged by the common consent of the Bishops 
of the undivided Church. If it is heresy to 
refuse to accept a doctrine belonging to 
one section of the divided Church, 
but which was never part of the 
common inheritance of the undivided 
Church, then the Greeks were heretics and out 
of court. But it needs a very convinced 
Papalist to be moved by such argumentation. 
Securus judicat orbis terrarum. 

Even as late as the Eighth General Council 
of Constantinople, held in 869, which com- 
prised only those bishops of the East who 
adhered to, and were supported by, the See 
of Rome and the Patriarch Ignatius, the 
Papal claims had made very little way in the 

y of the Church. Its canons show us a 
system not Papalised, but patriarchal: the 


” Church is still distributed under the five 


reat Sees, and of these the Pope of Rome 
is first, but as primus inter pares. It 1 
significant, too, that this is one of 
Councils which solemnly anathematise Pope 
Honorius as a heretic. If after 800 years the 
undivided Church had acquired no more know: 
ledge of the divine institution of the Pope's 
universal supremacy than is reflected in the 
Canons of 869, either there was a new decision 
between 869 and 1054, or the Greeks were not 
heretics, and maintained their place in the 
Visible Church unshaken, notwithstanding 
ths Pope’s withdrawal from communion with 
them. 

Would it be inappropriate to apply to Pope 
Leo 1X., who excommunicated the Patriarch 
of Constantinople, the words of Bishop 
Firmilian of OCesarea to St Cyprian concern- 
ing the Separatist action of Pope Stephen 
(254-257) ? 
heaped up unto thyself in cutting thyself off 
from so many Churches’ For thou hast cut 
thyself off, make no doubt of it, since it is he 
who 1s in schism who deserts the fellowship 
of the Church’s unity. For while thou 
thinkest that all are excommunicated by thee, 
it is thon alone who art excommunicated by 
all” (Cypian, Epp. Ixxv., 24). Is this the 
Janguage we should expect from a mere

It is hard to see how the position of those 
who hold with the Cardinal and of those who 
differ from him can ever be reconciled. We 
start from different pre-suppositions. He 
finds the Pope enshrined in the heart of his 
ecclesiastical system, supreme and infallible, 
“perpetual Peter,” as he is sometimes called, 
Vicar of Christ, with supreme dignity and 
jurisdiction, and he reads history in the light 
of the presumption (which he is concerned to 
find there) that what the Pope is to the 


Roman Church to-day, that he has been to, 
the Catholic Church since the beginning. .

by . interrogating —history and asking 
what they find there. It is true that 
it was Papal aggressiveness, and sometimes 
Papal unworthiness that caused them to 
begin me guestions, but, having begun, 
they compelled history to disclose its evidence 
as to whether this invasion of the liberties of 
Christian Bishops and Christian Churchmen 
generally was original and integral in 
Christ’s religion, and had been. accepted 
in all ages. And as they read history 
there presents itself the story of a 
slow, but persistent development, whereby 
a precedence of which but little was 
made in the first two centuries, comes in the 
third and later ones to be claimed with pro- 
gressively intensified and organised resolute- 
ness for the Bishops of Rome. They read how 
their Primacy passed at length into 


, Supremacy, and how supremacy crowned itself 


with infallibility. 

I propose to advance a few arguments from 
history in defence of the non-Papalist point of 
view, some of which will deal with points in 


_ regard to which the Cardina) regards himself 


as having successfully disposed of my conten- 
tions. i 

The Cardinal made considerable use in his 
Pastoral of the promise to St. Peter in St. 
Matt., 16, 18, and of the other so-called 
Petrine texts, using St. Matt., 16, 18 in 
particular to demonstrate the unique and 
ne significance of St. Peter for the 
abric of the Visible Church. But a proof 
text couched in metaphorical language is a 
dangerous weapon if unchecked by the gene- 
ral teaching of the New Testament. It would 
be true to say that, if St. Matt., 16, 18, 
means all that Roman Catholics find in it. 
the rest of the New Testament is singularly 
uninfluenced by it. . 

Though there is far from unanimous con 

sent among the Fathers that St. Peter 1s 
the Rock, yet, even if he is, the words are 
a recognition of strength of personal char- 
acter and achievement, and, in proportion 
as the words are a personal testimony, even 
so is the reward promised a personal, and 
not a transferable, one. If St. Peter re- 
ceived the keys of the Kingdom of Heaven 
(16, 19), he fulfilled his office in opening 
the Church to the Gentiles in the person of 
Cornelius (Acts 10). On the other hand, if 
he received the power to bind and to nose 
(16, 19), equally was the same power 
iven to the rest of the disciples 
18, 18), nor was there any special 
reservation to St. Peter in the 
commission to forgive and to retain sine, 
given on the night of the Resurrection (St. 
John 2, 21-22). 

But what of the rebuke to St. Peter, ‘‘ Get 
thee behind me, Satan’’’ What of St. Peter's 
denial’? Does not the latter failure explain 
the charge “when thou art converted, 
strengthen thy brethren,” in the very same 
breath with which it was delivered? If the 
coryphaeus was to fail, he was bidden not to 
despair, but to take up his work of leader- 
ship again among his brethren. And equally 
so with the threefold commission in St. John 
21, 15-17. The threefold denial is in the view 
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Í of each single one of them’ 


“But what great sin hast thou. 


of many of the Fathers cancelled by the 
threefold charge to feed Christ's flock. 

I am not in the least concerned to deny 
a primacy of St. Peter; in the early days of 
the Church he acted as leader on many 
occasions, as Acts, chs. 1-15 witness. But 
after Acts 15, his name does not appear again 
in that book, the entire interest bemg hence- 
forth concentrated on St. Paul. We have in 
Gal. 2, the painful incident when St. Peter's 
dissimulation caused him to stand “ con- 
demned.'” In the same _ chapter R"t. 
Paul speaks in one breath of James 
and Cephas and John, “who seemed to be 
pillars.” In Eph. 2, he tells how the Church 
is built on the foundation of the Apostles 
and Prophets, while in Rey. 21, the city of 
God is pictured as having twelve foundations, 
and on them the names of the twelve 
Apostles of the Lamb. The suggestion we 
get from the general sense of Holy Scripture 
is that the Petrine prerogative came to be 
shared with the Apostolic College generally, 
so that St. Peter at times stands for the 


by the words of St. Cyprian (de Unit. 4): 
“On one—t.¢., St. Peter, He builds His 
Church, and although after His Resurrection 
He assigns to all the Apostles equal power 
(St. John 20, 21, 22), nevertheless that He 
might display the Unity, He appointed the 
origin of that same Unity as beginning from 
one. The other Apostles, too, were in fact 
what Peter was, endowed with equal partner- 
ship both of honour and of office, but the 
beginning sets out from Unity that one 
Church of Christ may be pointed out.” 

The view that there was a certain parity 
between St. Peter and the other Apostles is 
supported by the strange frequency with 
which in early times his name was coupled 
with that of St. Paul. In the Epistle of 
St. Clement of Rome, 5, we read “how the 
greatest pillars of the Church were persecuted 
and contended unto death, Let us set before 
our eyes the good apostles. ‘here wa. Peter 

- Paul by his examp:»s pointed out the 
prize.’ Ignatius (A.D. 109) in his Epistle to 
the Komans writes; '' 1 do not command you, 
like Peter and Paul.” Dicnysius of Corinth, 
writing (A.D. 171), refers to '' the planta‘. .n 
by Peter and Paul that took place among the 
Romans and Corinthians.’’ Lrenaeus of Lyons 
(A.D. 180) refers to the most great and 
ancient Church established at Rome by the 
two most glorious aposties, Peter and Paul. 
And the familiar phrase, A postolorum limina 
is anticipated by the words of the Roman 
presbyter, Caius (about A.D. 200), “1 can 
show you the trophies of the Apostles. Go 
to the Vatican or to the Ustian Way and 
you will find the trophies (i.e., the chapel- 
tombs) of those who founded the Chur.h,” 
the Apostles being SS. Peter and Par' In 
this connection the words of Origen are 
apposite (in Matt, tom. 12.11). ' But if 
you think the whole Church .uilt upon Peter 
alone, what will you say of the Son of 
Thunder, or each one of the Apostier? Are 
not the quoted words, ‘Upon this Rock I 
will build my Church’ said of them all, and 
y 4? 

In ‘view of the above evidence, I speak 
mildly when I say that in the first 200 or 250 
years after Christ very little was known of 
any unique prerogative of St. Peter placing 
him in a position different in kind from his 
co-Apostles and transmissible only to his per- 
saat EN agh in the line of the Bishops of 
Rome. A primacy for the Bishops of the 
chief Apostolic See established in the 
Imperial City, yes; but a Petrine supremacy, 
no. 

It is the Roman Catholic contention that 
what is claimed for the Pope to-day was the 

rerogative of the Bishop of Rome from the 
begistnide, inherited from St. Peter. Such a 
claim as this may be tested, not only by the 
making of the claim, but also by the reactions 
which it brings about. It will be oo, AÍ 
to see if the conduct of the primitive Churc 
shows it to have recognised such claims. 

The Cardinal draws one instance of the 
Papal authority from the Epistle of St. 
Clement of Rome (A.D. 96). I cannot but 
think that his memory has played him false. 
The very point he claims to make is 
absent from the Epistle, which  con- 
tains no reference to the office of Pope 
from the beginnig to the end, The letter is 
weighty and dignified, worthy of the Church 
of the capital which intervenes with the voice 
of moral authority. But it claims to proceed 
not from the Bishop of Rome, but ‘from 
the Church of God which sojourns in 
Rome to the Church of God which sojourns 
in Corinth.”’ It is no more issued in the 
name of a bishop than it is directed to one. 


internal evidence, associates it with St. 
Clement, who, if he had anything to do with 
it, might as reasonably have been secretary 
as bishop (Eusebius, H.E, 3.16, writes that 
Clement composed it as in the name of the 
Church of the Romans, He says the same 
in H.E. 3.38, while he quotes Dionysius of 
Corinth to the effect that it was written 
through Clement, H.E. 4.23). It is the letter 
of a Church to a Church, and to say, as the 
Cardinal does; that we have in it a Bishop 
of Rome intervening in the affairs of a 
Church founded by Paul is both to assume 
the very question at issue, and to ignore the 
evidence offered by Dionysius, Bishop of 
Corinth (A.D. 171) to the effect that Peter 
and Paul both planted the Church among 
the Romans and the Corinthians (Kus. H.E. 

25.8). The Epistle of St. Clement does 
nothing whatever to support the claims of the 
Bishop of Rome, or to exalt St. Peter above 
St. Paul. 

It is strange that when we pass.to Ignatius, 
Bishop of Antioch, who was martyred at 
Rome about A.D. 112, we find him writing 
on his way to Rome from Syria to seven 
Churches, one of which is Rome. But where- 
as when writing to each of the other Churches 
in tarn he mentions its Bishop; in writing to 
the Church of Rome he is silent about its 
bishop. So remarkable is this silence that 
that great scholar, Bishop John Wordsworth, 
argues for a slow development of episcopacy 
in the Church of Rome on the ground that if 
there were by that date a Bishop of Rome 
in the sense that Ignatius was Bishop of 
Syria the language of Ignatius in writing to 
the Romans would be almost inexplicable. 

I am not impressed by the Cardinal's re- 
ference to Pope St. Victor towards the end of 
the second century. If he can see in Eusebius’ 
report (H.E. 5.24) of his threatened with- 
drawal from communion with Polycrates and 
the Chuches of Asia an instance of the 
supremacy of the Bishop of Rome claimed 
and recognised from the beginning I cannot 
follow him. Eusebius tells us that his action 
“did not please all the bishops.’’ They 
exhorted him to have a mind for 
the things that make for peace and charity. 
“Their words are extant in which they 
censure Victor with unusual severity.”’ Of 
these bishops one was Irenaeus, who refers 
the Pope back to his predecessor Anicetus’ 
very different attitude towards Polycarp of 
Smyrna on the same subject, giving Victor 
“much suitable counsel.’ Dupin (Eccl. 
Hist. 1., p. 74) writes:—‘‘ It is probable that 
Victor was convinced by these reasons. For 
though the Asians did not lay aside: their 
custom, yet it doth not us that the 
union between them and the Bishop of Rome 
was thereupon discontinued.’’ So strong, in 
fact, was the insistence of the Asian 
Churches on their own custom, and so in- 
effectual the known and expressed will of 
the Bishop of Rome, that the question re- 
mained unsettled till nearly 150 years later 
at. Nicaea in 325. 

The Cardinal holds that the Ten Persecu- 
tions during the first thrée centuries make 
it ‘ childish or dishonest ” to gga “ that 
the prestige of the Imperial City gave the 
Popes any help in the assertion of their 
claims. Persecutions, indeed, there were, 
and many Popes suffered nobly in them 
but persecutions came and went. I would 
compute that sixty years was the time 
eccupied by the Ten  Persecutions, 
let us say, one-fifth of the period named. 
These intermittent outbreaks doubtless 
delayed the process of development, but thev 
did not interfere with that “ superior pre- 
eminence ” of the Roman Church of which 
Irenaeus speaks a 5), “on account of

My statement 
is in no way shaken by his reference to the 
honour with which Pope Leo I, was acclaimed 
at that Council, when the cry went up: 
“- Peter has spoken by the mouth of Leo.”’ 
Neatness is dearly purchased at the expense 
of completeness. Let us read the cry in its 
context: “ That is the faith of the Fathers. 
That is the faith of the Aposles. So we all 
believe. So the Orthodox believe. Anathema 
to him who believes otherwise. Through 
Leo, Peter has thus spoken. Even so did 
Cyril teach. That is the true faith.” This 
is but to say that, as Leo and Cyril agree 
with one another and with both the Apostles 
and the Fathers, we are safe in following 
such authority. Leo's teaching is accepted 
in fact because it is in the true tradition, 
not because it is Leo’s. Because it is true, 
we hear Peter speaking. 

Nor again does Father O'Dea shake my 
statement with what he writes regarding the 
28th Canon of Chalcedon. I know the 
Pope's delegates protested. The Pope him- 
self (as did his successors, Felix and Gela- 
sius) protested, but, strangely enough, 1 ot 
on the ground of the Council’s having dared 
to refer his primacy to anything less than 
the original institution of Christ, but on the 
ground that the rights of Rome with those 
of Alexandria and Antioch under the *th 
Canon of Nicaea, had been infringed.” And 
yet all his protests were unavailing. For not 
only did the Emperor Justinian (who began 
his reign A.D. ) confirm the decrees of 
C'alcedon as law, but the Ecumenical 
Quinisext) Council of 681 confirmed all the

were pronounced 
by the lat named General Council 
of 681, and he was anathematised by each 
Pope on his accession down to the eleventh 
century. The effort to overcome this difficulty 
is responsible for a flood of Papalist literature, 
as well as for the attempted suppression 
(acknowledged by Cardinal Bona in Rosiere’s 
Edition) in of an edition of the 
Liber Diurnus, in which we read the profes- 
sion of faith to be made by the Pope-elect, in- 
cluding specifically the findings of the Sixth 
Council, The learned Bishop Hefele writes 
(Hist. Councils i. 181, English translation): 
‘It is in the highest degree startling, even 
scarcely credible, that an Socanaical Council 
should punish with anathema’ a Pope as a 
heretic.”’ It is, indeed, startling on ultra- 
montane pre-suppositions. But whatever the 
explanations may be of the facts of the situa- 
tion, it remains that the Council and a long 
succession of: Popes condemned a Pope for 
heresy. (Honorius, of course, did not stand 
alone—he had a predecessor in Liberius, who 
signed an Arian Creed, in the days when it 
was not the Pope, but Athanasius, who stood 
out contra mundum.) Whether Honorius 
was really heretical er not, it was thought 
possible and admitted that a Pope should be 
so. And if, what is still stranger, he was not 
really heretical, we have his infallible succes- 
sors denouncing their innocent predecessor 
as a. heretic, when really he was not a 
heretic at all, Who in those days had heard 
of, much less believed in, Papal Infallibility? 

I referred earlier to the Eighth General 
Council of 869, which took place shortly after 
the appearance of the Forged Decretals, the 
object of which was, by means of a naniber 
of decretal letters from the early Popes, A.D. 
90 to 314; to write history Back and to give 
to the growing claims of the Papacy an 
altogether fallacious appearance of antiquity. 
Í cannot think that the schismatic action of 
Pope Leo IX. in 1054 will be felt to have 
been either isolated or misapprehended by 
the Greek Patriarch. It wag the culmina- 
tion of a steadfastly pursued policy which 
over-reached , itself in 1054, whereby the 
Church's unity was broken through the 
assertion of claims which sought to override 
the historic Constitution of the Church as a 
federation of local societies bound together 
meg their Bishops, who met one another 
on a basis of equality. 

But the Roman claim is that the Popes 
were infallible from the beginning as well 
as supreme... But what a grave thing 
it is that so primitive and  trans- 
cendently important a truth should not 
have been defined as necessary to 
salvation till as late as 1870! The Roman 
Catholic Committee in Ireland published a 
Declaration in 1757 which included the words: 
‘It is not an article of the Catholic Faith, 
neither are we thereby required to believe 
or profess, that the Pope is infallible.” A 
Protestation of the Roman Catholics in Eng: 
land in 1788-1789 (which brought about the 
passing of the English Relief Act in 1791), 
stated that its subscribers acknowledged no 
infallihility in the Pope. This English Act 
of 1791 was followed by the Irish Act of 
1793, which included an oath in terms drawn 
from the-Deeclaration of 1757. The Irish 
Roman Catholic Bishops addressed their 
people 'in the same sense in a Pastoral ad- 
dress in 1826. Keenan's Catechism, the 
third edition of which appeared in 1854, with 
the approbation of four Vicars-Apostolic, 
contains the following :— 

“Q.—Must not Catholics believe the Pope in 


himself to be infallible?’ 

“A.—This is a Protestant invention: it is no 
article of the Catholic Faith: no decision 
of his can oblige, wnder pain of heresy, 
unless it be received and enforced by the 
teaching body—that is, by the bishops 
of the Church.” 

The 1896 edition appears with a significant 
alteration, the effect of which is to show that 
what was in 1854 a “ Protestant invention ”’ 
bas been in 1870 defined as a dogma 
of gus: Christian Revelation. It is not 
to be wondered at that Dr. J. H. Newman, 
whose writings the Cardinal quotes with ap- 
proval, in his pathetic letter to Bishop Ulla- 
thorne, dated January 28, immediately before 
the Council of 1870, should have written :— 
“I look with anxiety at. the prospect of 
having to defend decisions which may not be 
difficult to my private judgment, bat may 
be most difficult to maintain logically in face 
of historical -facts,’’ . 

Let me now deal with some specific 
criticisms directed against my letter by 
Cardinal MacRory, He writes that I-shirked 
a very important point, viz. ; the question of 
the rege g of government made «by the 
Church of Ireland at the Reformation when 
it cut off its visible Head. Let me repeat 
that there was nothing of ecumenical 
authority in the Papal-supremacy existing in 
ireland in the sixteenth century. As dis- 
tinguished from primacy, Papal supremacy 
was a Western phenomenon, confined to the 
West after a futile effort to impose it on 
the whole Church. But for a Western 
Church like that of Ireland to throw off a 
Supremacy so firmly established in the 
West was indeed a vast change. But 
it was a reversion to earlier conditions. 
Papal supremacy was not imposed upon Ire 
land until the twelfth century, And in re. 
ecting it in the sixteenth, the Church of 
reland was only asserting for itself the 
same rights as had in primitive times be 
longed to it as well as to the Churches of 
Africa, Egypt, Spain, France, Asia Minor. 
The custom of the 400 years between 1152 
and 1559 could not but be felt to be of im 
pressive antiquity, but when examined it is 
seen to be of local and not of ecumenical 
prescription. Judged by the standards of 
the Universal Church, this act was not 
heretical: it was the Pope who thrust the 
Church of Ireland into achism by his excom- 
municating Bull of 1570. 

The Cardinal confronts me with a dilemma 
on the subject of Scripture and Tradition. 
And 1 reply: undoubtedly we appeal to the 
Church Universal from the earliest days as 
Poin one proof of the Canonicity and 
nspiratien of the Holy Scriptures. But 
only one proof out of sevéral. Holy Scrip- 
ture is the Word of God, not the Word of 
the Church: it comes through the Church, 
not from it. Just as the prophets spoke to 
the Jewish Church and in it, but not from 
it; so the writers of the New Testa 
ment spoke and wrote to and in 
the Church under Divine inspiration, but

evertheless, while the Church oí Ireland 
does not read the Apocrypha in the course of 
public worship, the Church of England does 
so, and portions from Ecclesiasticus, Wisdom, 
and I. Maccabees are appointed in its Lection 
ary to be read in September, October and 
November. I have myself edited the Book of 
Wisdom and the additions to Esther for Eng- 
lish readers, and such books as Wisdom and 
Ecclesiasticus are widely read and valued by 
Anglicans. What we have done is to give 
practical effect for general readers to a dis- 
tinction acknowledged by Athanasius and 
Jerome, as well as by Cardinal aan in his 
Old Testament Commentary published in the 
16th century. 

Finally, the Cardinal challenges me on the 
sacrifice of the Mass, and asks me if I 
believe in it. I reply that I do not believe 
that in it the priest offers Christ for the 
quick and for the dead. Í have no reason to 
hold that the Early Church so believed. Can 
the Cardinal show that such « doctrine lies 
behind Ordo Homanus Primus of the eighth 
century’ Can he show that it was the 
doctrine underlying the words of the Canon 
of the Mass, which run back probably to the 
sixth century at least? 

1] am ready to make my own the words of 
the English Archbishops in their answer of 
1897 to the Apostolic Letter of Pope Leo 
XIII., in which they analyse the Anglican 
doctrine of the Eucharistic Sacrifice, and also 
the idea of sacrifice as found in the words 
of the Canon of the Mass. We signify (they 
yay in substance) the sacrifice which is offered 
when we consecrate the gifts already offered 
m such terms as these. “We continne a per- 

etual memory of the precious death of 

hrist, who is our Advocate with the Father 
and the propitation for our sins. For first we 
offer the sacrifice of praise and thanksgiving ; 
then next we plead and present before the 
Father the sacrifice of the Cross, and by it we 
confidently entreat remission of sins and all 
other benefits of the Lord’s Passion for all 
the whole Church; and, lastly, we offer the 
sacrifice of ourselves to the Creator of all 
things which we have already signified by the 
oblations of His creatures. This whole action, 
in which the people has necessarily to take 
its part with the Priest, we are accustomed to 
call the Eucharistic Sacrifice.”’ 

This is a doctrine of the Eucharist very 
much closer to primitive standards than that 
which has in Latin Christendom imposed 
itself upon the venerable words recited every 
time the Canon of the Mass is used. 

I believe I have now dealt with all the 
points of importance raised by His Eminence.

JARLOW, Sunday, 
PEAKING at a Cumann na nGaedheal 
S meeting in the Town Hall, Carlow, this 
evening Mr. Desmond Fitzgerald, T.D., 
commented on the fact that the Free State 
had only ten years’ experience of self-govern- 
ment, whereas other countries had had cen- 
turies of experience in government. It was 
not to be expected, therefore, that the Irish 
people could judge promises and decide 
whether they were fulfilled or not. The late 
Government had to tell the people that they 
would still have to pay the land annuities 
and that they could not abolish unemploy- 
ment. They had to tell the people that if 
they voted for them there would still be 
taxation. In spite of all that the Cumann 
na nGaedheal obtained 470,000 first prefer- 
ences, as against Fianna Fail, who obtained 
at was an indication that the 
Irish people possessed common-sense about the 
ideas of government. 
The late Government thought that when 


Government they would deal at once with 
the economic situation; They expected, when 
reference was made by Mr. Thomas in London 
to the agreement of 1923 regarding the land 
annuities, that the present Government would 
say that a new situation had arisen and that 
the whole matter would have to be considered 
in the light of that agreement. Personally 
his judgment on that point was wrong. There 
was every indication at present that the 
Government intended to retain the land 
annuities. The late Government did not in- 
tend to increase taxation in the early part 
of last year. They prepared a Budget, and 
the estimate was based on the world gas ' 
and how it was affecting this country. / 
supplementary estimate came before the Dail 
in October, and it was the intention of the 
late Government not to take more money out 
of the people’s pockets. They realised by doing 
that the return from the various sources of 
taxation would not be on the right side, and 
consequently they announced certain “' cuts.” 
They found they would be justified in making 
“outs”? in certain services, because the 
national income would be reduced. They 
realised that they should calculate to run the 
following year on a less expenditure, because 
everyone in the country had te reduce their 
expenditure. They considered that certain 
services should accept certain “ cuts,’’ as the 
eountry could not bear an increased burden 
ef taxation. Fianna Fail said they made a 
minute examination of the estimates for this 
year, and they said they were satisfied that 
they could make a reduction of £2,000,000. 
That minute examination was of the estimates 
when the Fianna Fail took over the Govern- 
ment. Instead of making “ cuts” in certain 
services, they proceeded to increase taxation. 


AGAINST PUBLIC SAFETY. 

The first thing the present Government did 
when they came into power was to release 
certain prisoners who belonged to organisa- 
tions which stood for the overthrow of 
society.

Continuing, Mr. Fitagerald said they had 
read in the newspapers that British ships 
were on the look-out for ships carrying arms 
into the Free State. He was aware that Mr. 
de Valera had given instructions to the police 
to watch for afms coming into the country. 
He (Mr. Fitzgerald) had heard the orders,

YOUNG WOMAN IN THE 
DOCK. 


When Mrs. Elvira Dolores Barney appeared 
on remand at the Westminster Police Court 
on Saturday, charged with the murder by 
shooting of Thomas William Scott Stephen 
al a flat in Knightsbridge on May 31, 

Mr. ©. Wallace, prosecuting, announced 
lhat a further charge had been preferred 
against her oí shooting. at Stephen with 
intent to do him grievous bodily harm on 
May 19 at the same place. 

Mr. Wallace said that Mrs. Barney, who 
was twenty-seven years of age, had been 
separated from her husband for two years. 
The flat, a converted stable, included a 
ground floor sitting-room, at the end of 
which was a cocktail bar. After a party 
there on May 3O Mrs. Barney and Stephen, 
who was known as Michael, dined at a 
West End restaurant, and then went to a 
night club. 

At 4.30 a.m. quarrelling was heard, and 
Mrs. Barney screamed: “‘Get out of m 
house at once. I hate you; get out. I will 
shoot you.” 

Michael mumbled something like: “TI am 
going,” and then a shot was heard. Michael 
shouted: ' What have you déne?’’ Mrs. 
Harney screamed, and said: ‘'‘ Chicken, 
Chicken, I am sorry. Come back to me; 1 
will do anything you ask me.” 

Mrs. Barney telephoned to a doctor that 
a gentleman had shot himself. The doctor 
found a revolver by the dead man’s hand. 

To the doctor Mrs, Barney said; “If he is 
dead, let me die too.” She explained that 
the revolver went off when she tried to obtain 
possession of it after a quarrel. 

Evidence was taken from some witnesses, 
and the hearing was adjourned antil néxt 
Saturday.
